CARLOAD of crisp dollar 

& bills — about 172 tons of 

them -—~ was consigned to the na- 
tional dump last year. 

US. railroads threw away that 
many hard-earned dollars—$171,- 
811,419 to be exact—in paying 
freight loss and damage claims for 
1968. 

Southern Pacific’s own claim 
bill came to nearly $15.5 million, 
the largest payout in the Com- 
pany’s history. For every $100 of 
gross revenue earned, we paid out 
$1.87 to settle claims. 

“Qur record is better than that 
of most other railroads carrying 
the same general type and volume 
of traffic,” says R. D. Spence, vice 
president-operations, “but that’s 
no consolation when you consider 
the amount of money that went 
down the drain and the even more 
costly loss of customer good will.” 

Southern Pacific is attacking 
the damage problem on many 
fronts, Spence points out, includ- 
ing the expenditure of huge sums 
for new equipment and facilities. 

“We have the largest cushion

underframe fleet on any railroad, 
and many of these cars have in- 
terior load protection devices. All 
our newer cars have roller bear- 
ings, and we have installed an ex- 
tensive network of hot box detec- 
tors along our right-of-way,” he 
says. 

“We have built better yards, 
improved our roadbed and track, 
installed hundreds of miles of CTC 
and microwave, designed one-spot 
car repair shops and provided bet- 
ter maintenance facilities for our 
diesel fleet. 

“Qur specialists in the Damage 
Prevention and Loading Services 
Department work with shippers to 
improve loading and packaging 
methods. They also work with 
other carriers and the Association 
of American Railroads,” he points 
out. 

“Through the use of comput- 
ers,” says D. C. Dudley, manager 
of Damage Prevention and Load- 
ing Services, “we can now pin- 
point exactly which commodities 
are more damage susceptible than 
others and then find out why, and 
what needs to be done to remedy 
the situation. Computer generated 
information also helps us identify 
those shippers or consignees who 
have greater or lesser damage 
problems than the industry aver- 
age. Thus, our loading specialists 
can spend most of their time where 
the problems are most severe. 


Eventually, they will have infor- 
mation on all aspects of loading 
throughout our system — what 
specific commodities are shipped, 
how they are packaged, and what 
loading methods are employed. 
Similar programs are underway or 
being planned by other carriers.” 

“But beyond all these efforts,” 
Spence explains, “there is still the 
human factor. Studies have shown 
that over-speed impacts cause over 
half of all damage to freight. This 
is why — even though we have the 
finest plant and equipment in the 
nation — the quality of our serv- 
ice depends ultimately on the skill 
and cooperation of the Southern 
Pacific people who handle cars.” 

To focus attention on this prob- 
lem, the nation’s railroads desig- 
nated October as “Careful Car 
Handling Month.” 

“We feel that careful coupling 
of cars —~ at speeds not over four 
miles an hour — is so important 
to improving our service, however, 
that we are making every month 
‘Careful Car Handling Month’,” 
Spence says. “This will be a con- 
tinuing campaign throughout our 
system. 

“We knowit takes skill to switch 
cars carefully, while at the same 
time keeping up with the pace of 
today’s operations,” he points out, 
“put it’s the kind ‘of professional 
job of railroading we must have to 
keep our customers coming back.” 
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Peoples Retires After 53-Year Career

senior vice president in the 
Executive Department, retired 
September 30 after a railroad ca- 
reer that spanned 58 years — al- 
most 50 of them with Southern 
Pacific.

“In the transportation field, 
Southern Pacific is known as a 
‘shipper-oriented’ company,” de- 
clared President B. F. Biaggini, 
“and Bill Peoples is the man most 
shippers associate with this repu- 
tation. One of the most widely- 
known and respected men in our 
business, he has encouraged our 
customers to look upon transpor- 
tation as part of their production 
lines and as an area in which costs 
can be reduced.” 

Before advancing to senior vice 
president in 1966, Peoples was vice 
president of traffic for 12 years. 
During this time, he was instru- 
mental in the inauguration of in- 
centive rates which permit ship- 
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pers to load cars more heavily 
in exchange for lower unit tariffs.

According to a joint statement 
from Nuclear and its parent.com- 
pany, CNA Financial Corpora- 
tion: “With the capital equipment 
requirements of all industry grow- 
ing at an ever-increasing pace, the 
potential market for Nuclear En- 
ergy Leasing is in the multi-billion 
dollar range. In the field of electric 
utilities alone, there are some 89 
nuclear power plants now in oper- 
ation, being built or in advance 
planning stages in the U.S. Indus- 
try authorities estimate that by 
the end of the 1970’s there will 
be about 180 such plants.”

‘Daves for Gur Commute Service 


Southern Pacific’s commute 
service on the San Francisco Pen- 
insula received “rave notices” in 
articles appearing in three major 
publications within recent weeks. 

Newsweek, with a circulation of 
about 2.5 million, said: ‘The daily 
patrons of Southern Pacific’s 47- 
mile commuter line between San 
Francisco and San Jose not only 
enjoy a spectacular view of San 
Francisco Bay but an on-time rec- 
ord of 95 per cent and an official 
‘seat. for everyone’ policy.” 

Business Week, with about 
578,000 readers in the business 
community, reported after inter- 
viewing commuters on a number 
of ‘railroads. “Riders in... . San 
‘Francisco made strong claims for 


having the finest service.” 
Describing our service, the mag- 
azine cites the experience of a 
commuter who missed his regular 
morning train at Palo Alto. “He 
caught a different train at a sta- 
tion two miles away at 7:57. As he 
boarded the train, the trainman 
said, ‘Good morning.’ Later, the 
conductor recognized him and 
asked how he happened to use a 
different station. The man sitting 
next to him offered a newspaper, 
since there had been no time to 
buy one. He rode in a new car 
which was clean, air conditioned 
and smooth. The train made the 
40-mile trip in 50 minutes. It was, 
he says, a typical trip.” 
Newsday, the nation’s largest 


suburban newspaper with a’ daily 
circulation of 440,000 on.Long 
Island — home of many of the 
people who commute to work in 
New York City — carried a 
lengthy article on our Peninsula 
service on October 1, after re- 
porter Dave Behrens came west to 
ride our trains. 

“San Francisco's first and only 
commuter line began service back 
on January 16, 1864,” the paper 
explains, “and the inaugural was 
celebrated with a festive cham- 
pagne party which lasted all the 
way down the San Francisco Pen- 
insula to San Jose. The bubbly 
is long gone now, and last year, 
the Southern Pacific’s 44 com- 
muter trains lost $1,100,000 in the 
line of duty. But for the dwindling 
number of Southern Pacific com- 
muters, unswayed by the lure of 
the freeways ... there is still rea- 
son for enthusiasm. They are en- 
joying a luxury not available to 
citizens of larger metropolitan 
areas... a comparatively inex- 
pensive ride on clean, comfortable, 
smooth, reliable trains.” 

Newsday reports that our fares 
are considerably lower than those 
on the Long Island Railroad, 
which is publicly owned and tax 
exempt. It describes our equip- 
ment as “sparkling clean and 
smooth riding.” It states that 
“San Francisco commuters enjoy 
almost rapid transit service out of 
the city in the evening rush hour,” 
and it quotes Passenger Traffic 
Manager R. M. Jochner as saying, 
“Everyone gets home in time for 
dinner, and most of our commut- 
ers are home by 6 p.m.” 

Despite heavy losses on this 
service, the article continues, 
“Southern Pacific has publicly 
committed itself to continuing the 
commuter operation as long as it 
serves a real need. And this com- 
mitment took concrete form only 
a year ago when 15 more 160- pas- 
senger double deckers were added 
to the commuter service.”

Just a little wider than the an- 
cient autos of that day, this road 
was equipped with turnouts at 
long intervals.
